FIRST PREMIUM AND DON DOMO FIGHT 
IT OUT IN HANDICAP, 

De Mund Finishes in the Ruck — Juggler, 
v/ith Mountain Up. Wins Corona Stakes 
—Miller Gets a Fall. 



New York. April 30. — Texas bred horses, (‘arryni.? 
<he colors of Texas owners, out a big figure in the 
racing at Jamaica tcxiay, their success proving con- 
clusively that the Lone Star state is coining to the 
front in thoroughbred breeding. Hands Around won 
the o|H*niug race for F. T. Wtsai; Dr. Hollis I'arried 
the same owner’s colois into second place in the next 
isu*e. while in the handi<*ap. which came third on t!ie- 
<ard. J. W. Fuller’s First Premiiiin and H. S. New- 
man’s Don Domo. both Texas-bred, fought out the 
issue, with the $45,000 De Mund hack in the ruck. 

It was the first appearance in the east of the gra}’ 
horse l>on Domo and he showed a high class |H*rform- 
ance, heating some fair eastern horses aside from 
De Mund. First Premium, which w’as something of 
a sprinter here last year, comes hack a good horse. 
It was his first start here this season and he is likely 
to take great prominence among the season’s sprint- 
ers. He carried VS2 pounds and ran the distance in 

De Mund, although he was making great weight 
concessions, was looked upon as the l>est of the lot. 
but he was outrun at all stages. The break was 
lierfect and, so far as could he seen from the stand, 
there was no interference at the start, hut De 
.Mund did not draw’ out into a big lead as was ex- 
B*e<’ted he w*»uld. He at once dropf>ed back. On the 
far turn he apiM*ared for a moment like moving up 
to the leaders, hut retired again. While the weight 
might have kept him from winning, the absence of 
his customary early siH*ed was unexplainable. He 
was apparently in the l»est of (condition and his 
trainer Iielleved that be would win sure. 

Barhary Belle was the single winning favorite of 
the day. Molew*y, the choice in the tiftli, was 
liest. but being p<;H»rly ridden by (.'lauscu, gave the 
winning op|M»rtunity to old Savahle. Orphan Lad, 
the clioice for the Corona Stakes, w’as w’orn out in 
making the pace and .Mountain got .Fuggler home au 
easy winner. This makes the sixth stake winuer 
.Mountain has ridden since the season oi»ened April 
15. 

In the o|HMiing race Epoidia, whi»*h was a well 
hacked second clioice, fell on the far turn, tValter 
Miller, who had the mount, was slightly inptred end 
was compelled to cancel his engagements for the 
day. He may not ride tomorrow. 

Cray horses were prominent in the racing. Hands 
Around and Bennie Williams, first and third res|iec- 
tlvely in the first race and Don Domo all are grays. 

A very gisal card is presented lor toimurow with 
tlie Creenficld Stakes for two-year-olds a.s tiie main 
feature and with such good hors<>s as Fustiau, Ban- 
ner. Slickawray: Bereand. Jr., Cold Foil. The Thorn; 
Jacquin, Kolmdor, .Maxnar; Apple Tisldy, Sepoy, 
WiHKllane; Marathon, Tanager, C<J»leskill; Whimsi- 
cal.

In 
the .second race Dainty Dame made her first appear- 
amv of the season and spreadeagled her company, 
winning in a little Indter tlian a good exercise 
gallop. Siie has filled out and develo[KMl into one 
of the finest looking three-year-olds racing here. 
It will take a good one to ..eat her in her engage- 
ments along tlie line. 

In the opening ra<*e the Cesarion filly. Ancient, 
which was left at the post on the opening day, 
showed her true merit by simply walking away 
from the others today. She went to the front 
after they had gone a quarter and was hard held 
all of the last furlong. 

The first rnn-up of the meeting came after the 
third race. Bourbon News was entered for $500. 
and Frank Risk, formerly starter at Sulnirhaii Park 
In Algiers. I.(onisiana, hid him up to $1,000 and 
secured him at that figure. 

Grover Hughes, trainer for J. H. Patterson, who 
was representcfl in the race by Rossessa. jnit in a 
claim for (ianibrinus, hut on protest from M’illiani 
Gerst the claim was not .allowed, as Hughes was 
unable to show that he was an authorized agent for 
Patterson.

Littlefield, however, was not 
satisfied and has always eontemled that he had the 
lietter isdt. In the Jesse Brown Cup at Bentiiiig 
the disfanw was a half mile and this favored Billie 
Iliiihs, which is a quh*k breaker. In the Clalinugh 
Memorial last Wednesday the distance was 4i fur- 
longs but the track did not suit Jubilee and he 
made a ptnir showing. Toilay he had his distance 
and track and won like a gotni one. He is a colt 
of fine conformation, game to the cure and looks 
as if he will go on.

FOUST LAW NOW IN QUESTION, 

Whether or not Tennesseans are to l>e permitted 
to go to the tracks and make their wagers as of 
old, will be known within the next sixty ilays, ac- 
cording to the lielief of the otfii'ials of the New 
Memphis ,lo<*key Club, who have resorted to court 
pioi'eedings to test the validity of the Foust law, 
enacted by the last legislature. 

Preliiiiinary hearing was had last week and an ap- 
peal to the Sni»reine Court was taken. Every effort 
has been made by attorneys acting for the .pM*kcy 
club to hurry the proceedings to the higher trihn.ie 
and a final decision is expected at the June term of 
the Supreme Court. 

•'Although theiv are few laymen that advance 
o|dniou on the Foust law or its constitutionality, 
legal opinion from the highest sources in this slate 
has lx»en given the .vM ki*y club ofli< ials which caused 
them to take the course they have mapped out.” 
says a Memphis disimtch. *'It is said that a tfl- 
lo>v legislator on the best of terms with Senator 
Foust, the father of the measure, attempted to pre- 
vail on him at the time it was introiinced to alter 
certain clauses which seemed unlikely to hold when 
taken before the Supreme judges. 

“The law as it stands Ualay i»rohibits p<K>lselling 
in ail forms on any horse race within or without 
an inclosure. wiietlier held within the state t>f Tcn- 
jiessee or outside the state, and on just what groniHls 
the attorneys .will base tlieir i-ontentioii of uncoii- 
btitntiomility will not t*e known for several days. 

‘‘By appealing to the Supreme Court two years 
ago, friends of raeing in I'ennessee suc«*eeded in 
kiuH-king out tlie anti-raeing measure known then as 
the Rice-Ligon law. A mere technicality saved the 
sport at that time.” 

ROSEBEN FOR THE METROPOLITAN. 

“Dr. <;anlner, la*eaiise of his «‘asy victory in the 
Ex<*elsior ilandica[>, is already regarded as a possi- 
ble winner of either the, Br<M>klyn or the Snhiirhan 
Handicap,” says the New York Sun. “As Roseheu, 
from the same barn, is being pointed for the Metro- 
politan Handicap at Belmont Dark, it is believed 
that l>r. Gardner will not start in that <‘vent, hut 
will he siiceially ptei»ared for the Brooklyn at 
(Jravesend. RoselK'ii. by tlie way, showed a phe- 
iKMuenal trial at tlie Brooklyn .loikey Club’s track 
last Friday. Dave .lohnson, Frank Weir and others 
limeil the big fellow a half mile in 4G* and five 
furlongs in 50*. with .lack Martin up. This work 
was done so easily that John.son ladieves Roseheu 
cannot h>sc the .Metropolitan at a mile. 

“It will l>e rememlM*red that when Rosehen broke 
the American reconl for seven furlongs and ran the 
distance in 1:22 Hat with 126 iMMinds at Btdnunit 
Park last fall, the Westchester Racing Association 
offered a $5,fNRt purse and a gold cup if RosoIkmi 
could beat Salvator’s rei-onl for a mile, 1:354, made 
over a straight course. But the day Rosehen was 
Hcherinled to try it rained, and the track was turned 
Into a sea of mud. At that Rosel>en would probably 
have come very ch>se to Salvator’s figures, as he 
was in grand condition. Johnson says the Big 
Train, wrhen he goes to the .i>ost for the Metroi>oli- 
tan, will be every bit as good as he was when he 
broke the seven furlong record, * ami as the cham- 
pion sprinter always did like the Belmont Park 
track, his owner naturally feids sure of the prize.” 

MAY ENLARGE JAMAICA COURSE. 

New Ym'k, April — 'fliere is better than a pos- 
sibility that the Jamaica course will undergo most 
important changes before long. There is to he a 
meeting of the directors of the Metroi>olitan Jockey 
Club within the next ten days to cwisider the 
advisability of converting the course into a mile 
and an eighth oval. 

To accomplish this end It is proposed to take in 
sufficient of the pro|>erty to the left of the present 
track enclosure. The elnh owns a five-furlong strip 
and it would only mean the cliaiigiug of the right 
spur that runs to the gates. 

The railroad, it has been said, would readily con- 
sent to the change of the right of way if it is 
decided that the property be converted to the im- 



proving of the course. Several of the directors are 
known to be in favor of the much-needed improve- 
ment and at this time the prospect is bright for 
another excellent track on Long Island. 

Ever since Jamaica has had races the track itstdf 
has been at fault, on account of its cramped condi- 
tion. All this would he done aw’ay with and the 
enlarging of the property would do much to make it 
a wondrously popular racing spot. It is easy of 
am*ess and the stands are commodious and comfort- 
able. 

Witli a bigger track there would l>e a greater 
variety to the racing and the danger of the turns 
would he removed. It would also make possible the 
establishment of a first-class ste<‘plcchase field, 
thereby attracting a most desirable clientele to the 
ground.
